YESTERDAY'S DISPATCHES. 

IIARTINGTOK 
To .lie^tlie Cqniltton Premier. 

Gladstone's Kcinnrks Most Uu- 
uatisfitctory. 



London, May 11. — The crowd that as- 
sernbled in tho palace yard to-day waa 
very large, but it waa nothin;; like that 
BBBombled there on the day Gladstone in- 
troduced his bill for home riile. Glttd- 
Btone was heartily cheered while paasin^; 
|into the hoiiee of eamatom; .- The house 
' was packed, but not such a'ruah as on 
the day the bill wps presented to the com- 
mons The BiranKers' and ladies' galleriea 
were filled'to their utmost capacity. The 
premier's apcech deuoted no notablo de- 
monstration from auy qu;irtur, and wai 
heard throagbout in perfect atteatiun, 
f oYen ParaieU ahowiog no enthuaiam at 
some oraturical effurta. The speech was 
quite equai^to that which Mr. G-ladstone 
delivered in introducing the bill. The 
vagueness of hia language in the powers 
the bill priiposttd to confer and the Anglo- 
Irish cummissiun, gave general dissatis- 
faction and failed to conciliate Chamber- 
lain, Goachen and Lord Hartington, who 
hold a ouuference in the lobby arranging 
B whip to secure volos from all aides in 
the building. The government supportora 
of the bill are very discontented with the 
conduat;.n.D.d jength of the debate, and 
Mr. Gladatone'a refusal to give it day to 
day consideration. The general opinion 
in the lobby ia that if defeated Mr. 
Gladstone will resign and not ask a dis- 
solution of parliament, and that the 
Queen will summon Lord Hartington to 
form a new cabinet. 

Mr. Gladstone's voice laat night at the 
outsit of his speech iu advocacy of bis mo- 
tion was indistiuot, hoarse and feeble; but 
it cleared as he proceeded. He said he de - 
sired at the opening to make a statement its 
to his personal position which he had en- 
tirely refrained from making when lie in- 
iroduced the bill. lie had never nl any 
period of his life declared home rule in 
England as inoouipatiljlo with iiupoiial 
unity. I Criesof oh! oh!] That was exact- 
ly HO. [Cheers.] Coercive and reform 
meaaures had been tried, and they had 
equally failed to conciliate. The medicine 
of Qoercion CKpecially bad been the tnedidne 
ooBtiuually applied in increasing doses and 
diminishing the result. [Cheers.] Here 
the .speakbr reviewed the Li.story of the past 
in an endeavor to prove tlnit the only 
thorough menKure which would be satisfuc- 
tory to Ireland was now feasible. As re- 
gards tho autonomy of Ireland being a 
menace to the unity of the empire he re- 
minded the house that tho same argument 
was used against Canadian iudepeudfuee 
ffhen.it wfl decided to concede homo rule 
po Panada. Canada was proeiaely of the 
same temper aa that attributed to Ireland 
^•day. Canada did ndt get home rule be- 
oanse ahe was loyal and friendly. 
She was now loyal ' and friendly 
because she waa accorded home rule. 
The oases of Ireland and Canada are ea- 
pscially parallel. There ia great danger 
to the unity of the empire in our present 
relations with Ireland. The people of 
Oaaada were repeatedly denounced in this 
house as rebels. (Prolonged gcvernmcnt 
and FBr«i.:'ilite cheers ) Some of these so- 
called rebela woro Protestants of Kngliah 
^nd Sconch birth; but the majority were 
Oatholios of Froi.'ch extraction. Ho re- 
Q)embered O'Oonnoll in tho house'of com- 
muQs d jring tho debate on Canada refer- 
ring to tho French-Canadian leader, Louia 
Joseph Papineau, saying: "This cause is 
just the oauaa fif Ireland, with this ditfer- 
enco that the C.-tnadian tigitatorw as at the

DOMINION Lands Aot— The C, P. R. De- 
bate -tContacious DlSEASEB AmuSu 
Animals - Prohibitinq Spirits. 

[From Our Own Correspondent.] 

Ott.^wa, May 1 . 
, The members returned to their labors on 
Tuesday evening after four diiys' holiday, 
feeling "like giftuts refreshed." At any 
rate there has been a decided manifestation 
of a desire to push tho business through, 
and unless some untoward circumstance 
should happen, the Queen's birthday will 
probably see the halls of parliament desert- 
ed. Henceforth government business will 
have precedence each day after routine, so 
that those meiubera who deaire to malce a 
final effort for their constituenta will have 
to look quiok ahout it. Supply is at a 
staudsiiUfor the present; but the govern- 
ment bills are being advanced steadily. 
Though there is nothing startling in the 
way of governiut nt legislation this year, 
there are some very good meaaures now be- 
fore the hoaae. 

THE DOMINION liASDS ACT. 
Considerable time was spent yesterday in 
committee on the bill to amend tho Domin- 
ion lands act. No changes of vital import- 
ance ai-e proposed, and the chief interest 
attaching to tho discussion of the measure 
arises out of the opiuiona expressed on the 
olanse abolishing record homesteading. 
Hon. Mr. White •■said- this provision had 
been found faulty in praetioe, however 
plausibl e it ml|;ht appear in theory. Alter 
tho patent to land had been earned it might 
seem an admirable thing to allow tho pio- 
neers to sell out to a British immigrant and 
take up a second liomeatfcad, but experience 
had shown that tho settlers performed 
their settlement duties in a more or loss 
desultory manner, just suJDcient to obtain 
n patent and then vacate tho land, hold it 
for speculative purposes, and take up a sec- 
ond homestead in the meantime. As 
a con8oquenees:thate.;.-ar9-,j» number of 
valuable hu'mesieada in the northwest not 
producing anything. Tho ininiater of the 
interior stated that at tho 23d meeting 
ha attended in the northwest last year, 
there was a unanimous expresaion of 
opinion in favor of abolishing second 
homesteading, and in acoordance, with 
that view the clauae had been tntroduoed. 
Probably tho moat important feature in 
the bill, ona whioh will affect British Col- 
umbia to nu sliitht e.xtent, iu the appoint- 
ment of a superintendent of mines. Pre- 
sumably his duties will be in the nature 
of inspector; but, aa they will be specified 
by order in council, from time to time, 
and no informabioQ was asked for or 
vouohinfed ;in . the. chamber regarding 
them, the public will have to wait the an- 
nouDoemont in the Gasette. 

THE 0. V. K. DEBATE. 

The annual debate on the Oanadian Pa- 
oiQc railway is over. ,It arose on Tliuru- 
day on the motion to 'go into oomriiitten 
n the resolution proTidhig for the can- 
cellation of the in iebtedneas of the com- 
pany to tho government. That obliga- 
tion, ;n round figures, amounts to thirty 
million dollars, and is to be wiped out by 
the repayment in cash of twenty millions 
of the loan of 1884, and the remainder of 
nearly seven millions oft acre* ot land 
subsidy. The land to be returned is 
valued at 81.50 por acre, and this will 
wipe off the remainder of tho compmy'a 
debt, to tho amount of ten niiiiiona. Mr. 
McLolan, who makea an indifferent Bn- 
anoe minister, briefly e.xplaiiiod tho pro- 
posals, pointing out tho advantage to the 
country of obtaining twenty millions of 
cash from the company, thereby obviat- 
ing the neceaaity of going on the London 
market for a new loan, whereby a sum of 
§26.000 for oommiaaions and cost of issue 
saved to the country. Mr. Blake in reply 
got off nnoof hia usual pessimistic apeechoa 
in which he protended to show 
the failure of tho promises and 
predictions of the government in respect 
of the results to follow the construction 
of the road, fle made the startling atate- 
mant that the proposition waa one to re- 
lieve the company of an Interoat ehargo of 
5400,000 a year, this conclusion being 
based on the assumption that the com- 
pany has now a fi.\od charge of that 
amount, in raapect of the ten millions of 
the loan secured by the land subsidy. Mr. 
Blake waa entirely incorrect in his pre- 
miaea, there bein;; no such obligation on 
tho cDmpany, the existing arraDgstnent 
being that the interest on this portion of 
the indebtedneas to the government shall 
be paid out of tho proceeds of laud sales 
and not out of the not earnings of tho 
r^iad. I'he oppiisition leader's apeech fell 
tilt. It c.illfti for nil reply, and when he 
tl' wri the tlouan immediately vi'ont in- 
t u' mm I nee and reported the reaolution. 
C0>TAai0DS DISEASES OS ANIMALS. 

In the discussion on Mr. Mulock's bill 
to amend "tho Animals Contagious Dis- 
eases Act," which in its present aha^o 
atforda compensation only to owners of 
cattlo and aheep killed to prevent the 
spread of disease, Mr, White, of Renfrew, 
sprang an amendment on the house ap- 
plying the act to horaep affectoJ with 
ylandera. A oonaiderable difference of 
.'pinion was manifested on tho point, but 
the amendment waa finally negatived af- 
ter an intimation by the government that 
they could not accede to it, the present 
act being framed on the.BjDgliBb nfeaiure, 
which excludes horaes from the scope of 
:iB operations, 

THE LiqUOll TSAPFIO. 

The liberal temperance movement, 
which has attained to a certain degree of 
prominence in Western Ontario, from the 
faot that Qoldwin Smit(i is one of its 
prominent promoters, found ita exponent 
in tho commons on Wpdneaday in tho per- 
aon of Mr. Beaty, M. P. Tho bill which 
he has introduced propoaea to abolish 
the raanufaoturo or sale of ardent spirits, 
tho contention being that they cauao more' 
drunkenness than any other claas of 
liquor. The Soott Act men and pro- 
hibitionists generally look with suspicion 
on the bill, and it ia hardly likely it will 
be adopted at this late period of the 
seaaion. ' - _

TRE CENTRAL ASIAN RAILWAY 

CONDEMNED. 

The NovcB Vremya has published aoma 
Tery severe.and, unfavorable oritioisma of 
General TohertiaieflTa 'opinions on the 
Transcaipian Railway, published by that 
newspaper on Hlonday, in a lotter from 
the late Goveruor-Qenorol of Turifestan. 
General TchcrnuiefTa antecedents always 
entitle his views on Central Asian atl'airs 
to a patient boacing; but in the present 
oaae he appears to have quite shocked 
evenliis best friends. His old Chief of 
Staff in Servia, V. Komaroff, now editor 
of the Sviot, remarks in his journal that 
tho absurd letter referred to, bearing the 
General's siijnature, niual be a for^ory. 
General Tchemaiell', in fact, condemns 
the whole scheme of General AnnenkotTs 
railway, both from a strategical and mili- 
tary and a oommeroial standpoint, Ho 
naturally claims superiority for the more 
northern routo, ollioially discovered by 
himself while reigning at Taahkend, which 
has more than unco been described as 
running from the bay, re christened niter 
the Ozarovitch, on the Caspian, to Kun- 
grad, on the Amo Daria. He always ad- 
vocated the laying of a railway over thia 
line. Tho more southern one since 
adopted ia too near the Persian frontier, 
from which it vrould in certain circum- 
Htancea be in great danger unless guarded 
by a strong force of troops, who could 
not sufSciently be supplied with water, 
although arrangements have already been 
made for laying water-pipes along the 
railway. The greater part of the line ia 
to be built upon shifting aand; and for 
this reason he cjnsidera the construction 
of the section from Merv to Bokhara as 
practically impossible. The only way 
would be to construct side-walla all tho 
diitanoa to keep off the sand ; but for this 
there is neither wood nor stone. Even 
the Bokhnrans in some places, he eaye, 
plant tall poplars round their settlements 
for thia purpose, but are often compelled 
to decamp to ^fresh pastures, when only 
the tops of these trees are left visible. He 
then launches the extraordinary opinion 
that an army '200,000 strong sent againit 
the Anglo-Indian frontier could not bo 
got over the line in less than three years 
from the deolaratiou of war. The ruinous 
burden which the line will lay upon the 
government is then described, and a spe- 
cial commission ia recommended to inves- 
tigate the matter on the spot, and con- 
trol the construction. General Toher- 
naietf also shares the opinion of M, Ve- 
ninkoff that in the Afghan frontier dis- 
pute Sngland succeeded in locking Russia 
in among sandy deserts, and keeping the 
fertile southern valley of the Murghab for 
heraolf. Ilussia, he furthermore thicks, 
may soon be in the same position in ro- 
gara to Bokhara aa she now finds herself 
in as respects Belgrade and Sofia. The 
absurdity ol, this comparison ia pointed 
out by the Novoe Vremya, which says that 
on the appearance of Kutta Tiura, the 
pretender, calling for a Russian occupa- 
tion of that Khanate, Russia would cer- 
tainly meet with no difficulty. England 
would not dare to interfere, us she has 
unjuatifiably dono in every other Russian 
expedition in Central Asia. The General 
calls the railway an academical one, and 
the Novce Vremya declares his opinion 
about it to be of a peasimistic and exag- 
gerated character. 

A REPREHENSIBLE TASTE. 

In speaking of tho closimj of the trial of 
Mrs. Bartlett in the Bartlett-Dysou cnao, 
lately, the London Chronicle says: "Seldom 
have scenes more disgraceful and discredit- 
able to our cominou humanity been wit- 
nessed in an English court of juHtice ihau 
those w)iioh have taken place in the Old 
Bailey during the famouB 'trial which was 
condaded on Saturday. It is an uuwhole- 
Bome and degrading spectaclo to see the 
•BgemssB with which females of respectable 
appearance flock to the courts to hear the 
condnot of a cnise the evidence iu which is 
expected to bo ot a questionable character. 
It would not bo extreme to say the greater 
the certainty of abominable details the more 
keen becomes tlie desire to be prosout. 
The scathing robuka administered on Satur- 
day by Mr. Justice Wills to the wouiou 
thronging his cour: was amply justified, not 
merely on account of their presence, but 
worse still, of their unseemly behavior. 
The determination of some was shown by 
the fact that they brought fancy work, in 
the idle performance of which they busied 
themselves a portion of the day, while 
ethers talked and laughed in a manner at 
variance with theaolemuity of the occasion. 
In the box apportioned to the u.so of tho cjr- 
poration there were a number of girlu whose 
youth inteusitied the scandal of their pres- 
ence. If the city authorities ore not equal 
to the oxeroi.se of discretion in tho tickets 
they iflsno it would be o wise and prudent 
act to withdraw altogether thu privilege of 
admission they have hitherto enjoyed. 
Those who heard the evidence will approve 
the exclamation the presence of the eager 
crowd of females wrung from the judge, 
that women of the priseut day are used to 
strange thingB — things which would have 
startled him iu bis younger day."). It is a 
terrible scandal to find women voluutnrily 
listening day after day to details which to 
professional men are admittedly revolting 
and disgusting. Bad, however, as this con- 
duct appears, the behavior of the women 
while waiting for the verdict aeems to us to 
mark even a lower stage in the downward 
process of degradation and demoralization. 
As tho accused sat pale, anxiouR and, care- 
worn iu the dook, the cold-hearted sister- 
hood crowded to and pressed their faces 
against the glass panel to satisfy a rude and 
morbid curiosity in watching the agonized 
features of the poor woman whose doom was 
then trembling in tho balance. This so dis- 
gusted the attendant ofliciala that they 
properly removed her out of thu way of the 
brutal gaze and atill more brutal eriticisme 
of the vulgar crowd. A scene like that of 
Saturday ia an outrage upon the majesty of 
• an Eniglisb tribunal." 



A COALITION MINISTRY. 

J t is not neoessory for us to read be- 
tween the lines to understand that politi- 
cal affairs in Great Britain are driftiag 
■teadily and surely towards a coalition 
ministry — a coalition in which Harting- 
ton'and Salisbury will puinoj,;ethor and 
Ohamtierlatn and CUutohill andTrevelyan 
and W. H. Smith will ioatle each other on 
terms of the most sincere friondahip. As 
all roads were said by the ancients to lead 
to Rome, so all signs point to a union of 
whig, radical ond tory in opposition to the 
home rule measure of the "grand old 
man," whose political sun is apparently 
abnut to set never to rise again.

It would be immoral and wicked 
for Salisbary to surrender to Uattington 
to satisfy a lust (or pcwer; but when life- 
long disputants' ooma:?, together, in :,the lin'-' 
tereats of patriotism and to resist an' at- 
tempt to destroy their country, their con- 
duct is commendable. It must have 
been a severe wrench to Hartington 
and his coUeaaues who recently 
saceded from the Gladstone cabinet to part 
with their old leader, hnowiug, as they did, 
that the separation wos final and that 
henceforth they would occupy a position of 
antagonism to their old and tried loader. 
But the promiuisg of friendship is^one 
thing and a sense of duty .; is .s'anothisr. 
Fathers have been known to sacrifice their 
sous from aEonae of duty. 'In the English 
civil wars history records that fathers fought 
ai'ttiust aom .lud brothers) against brothers 
on a question ot principle. Loid Hurtiug- 
ton has moved a jii months' hoist of tho 
home rule bill, which ho throw up his sent 
iu the oabiuBt ihthor than support. The 
defeat of the bill appears almost certain, 
and the fact that a whig leader has been 
selected to give it its death-blow is evidence 
that whigs, conservatives and radicals have 
eo&e to an nnderst&ndiug. Had it been 
otherwise Iiord Randolph Churchill or some 
other fluent and influential conservative 
would hare made the motion aud the bill 
would have been opposed on party grounds 
As it stands, it is opposed ou national 
grounds aloue, aud the platform of disson- 
sion is 80 broad that all the lately discordant 
elements can find standing room upon it. 
Tho bill will not pass iu its i^rcsont form, if 
at all; and many hours cannot elapse before 
the last Gladstone government will be 
"down among the dead men, down."

The United Stiitns WaKiiit; Vp 
to llic Necessity of a Navy 
Yard. 

Anxious to Iiultate the Example 
of the British. 



Speaking of Ool. Prosaer's article in 
the. February Century, on the importance 
of Puget Sound as a naval station, the 
Oregoniau says: 

"This reminder of the advantages and 
needs of Puget Sound ia very timely just 
now, while the subject of national de- 
fense is before the country, particularly 
aa.-^f^nt writers on coast defenae have all 
bat ignored the northwest coast. Only 
one of the Rovornment officials who have 
made reports on this subject (Gen. A. 
Miles) has given Puc;et Sound more than 
a mere mention. From his last recent 
report as nainmander of the District of 
the Columbia, Col. Prosaer makes the 
following extract: 

. 'The ^British government is now ex-' 
pending a very largo amount of money in 
completing a navy yard and drydook at 
Eaquimalt, near Victoria, British Culuni 
bia, and haa kept during the past ien 
years from a single ship of war to a iwall 
fleet in these waters, and I think it ad- 
visable that our government should take 
an equal interest in the eatabliahment of 
a navul station in this part of the United 
States.' 

This argument ought to prevail, but it 
ia to bo feared that the weight of intlu- 
«nce will decide the contest in favor of 
San Francisco bay when the time comes 
for making a navy yard7on the Pacific 
coast."

TJSRRIBLE CYCLONE AT 
K.ANSA1N CITir, 

Over Fifty Persons Known to 
have been Killed. 



(Exclusive to The ColonisO 

Kansas City, Mo., May 11. — A fear- 
ful storm of wind and rain swept over 
this city to-day, continuing from 11 
o'clock to noon, Tho courthouse was 
totally destroyed above the second story 
and a number of persons hurt, but none 
killed. The Lathrop school building was 
partially wrecked, and of tho many 
children caught in the ruins seven are 
said to have been killed. An overall fac- 
tory, on Second street, "/as blown down, 
and five deaths are reported from there 
out of fifteen girls, at work , in the build- 
ing, while nearly all the others aro 
wounded. 

One p. m. — The report from the Lath- 
rop school niukoa ton as the number bad- 
ly hurt, besides thoao killed. All the wa- 
ter-works building near the court house 
was blown down and one or two persons 
there aro missing. At the, VVestorn Union 
Telegraph office hut one wire' is working. 
A spun of the bridge next to Ilttrlem was 
blown down and caused, it is reported, 
tho death of fifty persona. One span at 
the north end of tho railway bridge across 
the Missouri river was blown into tho 
river, blocking the Hannibal & Si. Joe, 
Rook Island, Wabash & ICansaa Oity, St. 
Joe & Council Bluffs railways. Eight 
girls have now boon taken out of the over- 
all factory, four of whom aro dead. 
Many others aro in the ruins; but 
there is Hcarct;ly luiy hope for tlioir Uvea. 
In tho confusion it ia iiupo.ssible to ascer- 
tain definitely the extent of tho calamity, 
but it is said that over twenty employes are 
imprisoned in the basement. Tho disas- 
trous fury of the storm was coniiued to the 
north end of the city, except in the destruc- 
tion of the Lathrop public sohoo? building 
on Eighth stroot, and the buildiiigs gener- 
ally excepting those lueutioned, withstood 
the force of the .storm. 

Later details state that when the storm 
burst, the darkness waa almost like night 
and people fled to the nearest alielter and 
awaited with blanched faces the fury of 
tho tempest. The clouds seemed to graze 
tho roufa of the highest buildings, and 
poured out their torrents in apparently 
solid masses for a time. Tho atorni struck 
tho city in full force about twenty min- 
utes past eleven and raged for half an 
hour. The streets were running rivers of 
wutor, carrying bu-xes and signs, and 
other similar freight blown from buildings 
or swept by the flood. A number of vehi- 
cles were overturned, and in numerous 
instances the drivers abandoned their hor- 
ses to their fate and sought refuge in 
stores and houses. Windows in quite a 
large number of buildinj/s were blown 
in and tho goods and furniture 
were soaked. All this, however, 
proved entirely iuaiguiticaut wliea the full 
extent of the disaster wrought by the storm 
became known. Tho Lathrop school hud 
been twice condemned, ouco within a few 
weeks past, but no action had been taken in 
the matter. This morning the building was 
crowded with children, many of whom went 
nearly frantic with terror over the appalling 
darkness and stillucss which preceded 
the tempest. The wind seemed to 
concentrate its force in the descent upon 
the tower, which yielded with a crash, 
and carrying down the heavy boll plunged 
through the intervening floors to tho 
basement. The main building is a mass 
of ruins, and within its shattered walls, 
which still stand, a wing was compara- 
tively uninjured, and the scholars in it 
ware not hurt. In the main building, 
however, the effect was awful. Fulling 
floors precipitated the terrified children 
to tho basement, where masses of bricks 
and beams crushsd them to the ground 
and buried them from view. Persons 
near hearing the crash inado their way as 
beet they could against tho beating storm 
to tho scene of tho gale, and the 
work of rescuing was undertaken by 
eager nands. Owing to the prevailing 
excitement, tho first work was not very 
elTective, but the fire department and po- 
lice soon arrived and an organized aoarch 
was commenced. The dead and wounded 
were taken out as quickly as possible and 
carried to the Natalorium adjoining, 
whioh was turned into a hospital. Here 
parents and friends of the little ones soon 
gathered, oao'i searching for his or her 
own, and ustoring heartrending cries as 
they recognized in the maimed and bleed- 
ing forms thoao whom they loved. Among 
the first taken out, several wore dead, 
and one or two were mangled almost be- 
yond recognition, their clothing torn 
and their bodies covered with dust 
and mortar; tho deathly pallor 
of their skin, showing the painful oontmst 
ngidust the grimo and blood stains. Many 
heroic sconosworo enncted during the rescue 
of tho wounded children, Bouie of whom 
seemed to have greater control than their 
elders. One Itttle girl, hidf buried in 
lUhri.-i, over whom the resouors wore busy, 
begged them to leave her and help a boy 
beside her, because, she said, "he was only 
tive years old." The scenes in the natalorium 
as tho little ones were brought in and laid 
upou improvised cots,thedoad being placed 
together upou one side, were pitiful beyond 
expression. A dozen dead were taken out 
during the day, and their bodiea sent to the 
houses of their sorrowing families, and 
several of the children belonged to prom- 
inent families in the oity. A foroo of la- 
borers is busy to-night by the dickering 
of lantern lights upturning the confused 
masses of bricks and timbers. When the 
county court house (which cost §200,000) 
was biown into tho street. Deputy Sheriff 
Dougherty was caught. and killed. All tho 
others succeeded in getting out of the 
building alive.

Gladstone'^ Fiucsd« to Secure 
Chamberlain's Sapport. 



The Radical .Xeadcr's Disgust 
and Cbriflriiied Opposition.

London, May 11.— The ■ Pall Mall 
Qazotte this afteruoon says that Glad- 

stone's speech last night made bad worse 
and sealed the fate of the home rule bill. 
It adds: Mr. Henry Labouchere, who 
has acted an intermediator between Glad- 
stone and Chamberlain, haa informed the 
latter that the premier was willing to 
make adequate GOBceasioQB in order to 
seours the support of the radical leader 
and his adherents. The speech did not 
bear out this promise in any way. It had 
been accepted by Chamberlain, and the 
Gazette says he was astonished and dis- 
gusted, and openly declared in tho lobby 
of the house of commons that he had 
been misled atid would now oppose Glad-' 
stone's bill tooth and nail. 

The St. James' Gazette says there ia no 
longer any doubt that the disruption 
bill (Mr. Gladstone's home rule measure) 
has collapsed. 

The Globe asserts that there is less 
chance now than ever of the home rule 
bill passing its second reading. 

The Echo declares Mr. Gladstone's bill 
is virtually doomed. 

Tho defection among the supporters of 
Gladstone has grown rapidly to-day. Tho 
number of the adherents of Lord Hart- 
ington and Chamberlain has risen from 
88 to 108. The English and Scotch 
radical papers that hitherto supported 
Gladstone now concur that his concessions 
are inadequate, that tho joint concession 
is practically impossible, and that home 
rule ia doomed to defeat unless crucial 
amendments bo made. The opponents 
calculate thero will be a majority of 40 
against the bill. Gladstone haa been 
urged to assent to-day to a discussion of 
the hill, and ho has promised a reply on 
tho subject on Thursday. 

One hundred and twonty-Cvo members 
will speak during the debate. Sir Henry 
J umos will open on Thursday, and be fol- 
lowed by Campbell-Ban nerman and Sir 
Win. Vernon Harcourt. Chamberlain is 
prepared for a renewed attack on Glad- 
atone. A Union League has been formed 
in Ulster, the members of which aro 
bound to ignore tho decrees of tho Dublin 
parliament, and refuse to pay taxes levied 
by that body. The Duks of Bedford sent 
a blank check to tho liberal nnionist com- 
mittee, and other aristocrats promised 
drafts for any amount required. Forty- 
two inemburs of tho house of commons 
have joined the committee. 

Out oir J-^unk. 

A private letter from England to a gontle- 
man in this city in announcing the ante ar- 
rival of "Doc" iloCaudlish and party, 
mentioned that Mr. J. J ray, who accom- 
panied thei'i from Victoria, managed to lose 
all his cash and other personal effects in l 
New York. It appears the party -were on ( 
tho eve of Isaving the wharf to embark on 
tho steamer when Mr. Bray, having oucasiou 
to retrace his steps for a short distance, 
relinquished his valiso to an individual who 
obligingly offered to ho.d it until he re- 
turned. "Take good care of it, please," 
said the owner, "because my money's in 
it!" The individual did take good care of 
it — such good care that it is not positively 
known whether ho has yet relinquished his 
charge, for that was the last seen of him. 
Mr. Bray landed in the "old country" with 
his last foreign experience vary fresh in his 
mind. 

Seals on the West Coast.
